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Testing a Public Service 
Ruling. 


Announcement that the commissioners of Grant county and the 
trustees of the town of Fairmount are shortly to carry to the highest 
courts, if necessary, a contest against a recent ruling of the Indiana 
public service commission in which the Union Traction company was 
permitted to raise its passenger rates between certain points will be 
noted with uncommon interest over the state because of its probable 
effect at other Indiana points. The town of Fairmount, for instance, 
contends that the franchise under which the company has been op- 
erating is a contract which, under the constitution, the legislature has 
not the right to abridge by giving the public service commission pow- 
er to tinker with it. 


Upon tliis contention practically the entire public service com- 
mission idea must stand or fall. AVithout the power to establish 
and supervise rates—to fix them at a figure that is just and equitable 
as between the corporations and the people for the service rendered, 
the public seiwice commission might be a highly ornamental body, 
but it could scarcely be more than tliat. It is assumed, of course, that 
the public is fair enougli to agree Unit it will not desire service sup- 
plied to it at a figure which involves loss to the company serving it. 
It is important, too, that no public servicc corporation be permitted to 
gouge the public by charging a rate, that is excessive for the service 
it gives. It was to maintain this fair ratio between tlie people who 
buy and tlie people who sell public service tliat the state supervisory 
body was created. 


It is not human nature for the public to protest when rates are 
lowered. That"is always acceptable, and yet to be fair about it we 
-should be as content to see an advance in rates that are too low to be 
equitable as to enjoj' a cut in those which have been too high. One of 
the instances cited in the Fairmount case is that the trolley system 
has advanced its rate for a twelve-mile ride to 22 cents where but '10 
cents was formerly charged. To those far enough distant to get any- 
thing like a proper perspective it would seem that even 22 cents is not 
. highway robbery for a twelve-mile ride. But perhaps it is well for 
the Grant county folk to proceed with their test suit. It may perhaps 
^ definitely settle some issues which ought to be settled.

He says in part: "A pie or"cake may 
look most attractively brown and crisp, 
as it stands in a window, but the bet- 
ter it looks the flatter it may taste." 
Any person having the least knowledge 
of cooking or baking knows that with 
goods such as he mentions it is impos- 
sible to make an appetizing looking pie 
or cake.

Washington, April 4.—^The Sherman 
anti-trust law affords no relief. 
This 
is the conclusion to which leaders in 
congress are being forced by «present 
conditions; notably the gasoline situa- 
tion. 


luvestigation,' prosecution, 
"dissolu- 
tion;" that is the routine of happenings 
as per the Sherman law. 
Result: re- 
organization,' immunity, increased stock 
values and dividehds, and—higher prices. 


Not a single case has'yet been pointed 
out in which the consumer has benefited 
by the remedies jidministered by the 
Sherman law. The Wilson administra- 
tion has' practically given over prosecu- 
tions under this act. The president hau 
apparently seen that • its effect was 
primarily a harrassment of big busi- 
ness without material results, i and fol- 
lowing the precedent in the case o£ the 
American Telephone and Telegraph and 
the Western Union monopoly, the gov- 
ernment has ' been carrying out its pol- 
icy of a "constitution of peace." 
Big 
firms whi^h were disposed to be in any 
degree reasonable, have been exeaspted 
from prosecution and (the federal trade 
commission, instead of a militant body 
as contemplated by the framers of the 
law, has become under the management 
of Chairman Daviea.'an a^d and encour- 
agement to big business. 


Senator Greorge Sutherland, of Utah, 
spoke in the senate of the gasoline sit- 
uation recently • and lu'ged investigation. 
He WM reminded that the federal trade 
commission, . the interior 
department, 
the department of justice, and several 
other agencies of the government al- 
reaily for several months have been in- 
vestigating. 
Moreover this business, of 
investigating merely takes up the end- 
less circle which began with the 'investi- 
gation of the Standard Oil and ended 
with its "dissolution." 
It is silly to 
talk about investigating the Standard 
when there is a voluminous record - in 
the files of the supreme court in which 
a majoritv of the justices agree offi- 
cially that the ' Standard is guilty of 
all the charges made and that the pub- 
lic is entitled to relief; that the mon- 
opoly should be ended in -order that 
competition might be restored, independ- 
ents might live, and the public might 
not be 'subject to the whims of this 
vast organization to be gouged and bled 
at the trust's pleasure. 
The declara- 
tions of the court decision would thrill 
the user of • gasoline and warm the 


cockles of his heart. 
I t . was a great 
"victory" for the public and bailed as 
such at the time the decision' was hand- 
ed down. Every lawyer put it into his 
list of important cases and it is today 
the last word oré the subject of the 
public's rights in the matter of dealing 
with great monopolistic bodies like the 
Standard Oil. 


But that is all »it is; words only. 
The court in this case, and in the To- 
bacco case, delegated to an inferior fed- 
eral circuit court the carrying out of 
its intentions in regard to "dissolution" 
and the circuit court sat down with the 
attorney general 
and figured out a 
scheme ' entirely satisfactory to the at- 
torneys for the oil company. 
Nothing 
vital to the existenc« of a trust was 
disturbed. 
The pipe lines, the owner- 
ship of the oil fields, the triast's-Jeases, 
the amount of ownership which might 
remain in single hands were left- undis- 
turbed, with the result that the monop- 
oly remains just as much a monopoly as 
it had ever been. 


Such 'has been the history of every 
trust prosecution. 
When the famous 
Northern Securities company case was 
"won," also in the supreme court. At- 
torney General ICnox left undisturbed 
the tie between the two railroad sys- 
tems; a bond issue which tied the two 
in common interest. and the supposed 
purpose of the prosecution—competition 
between the two railroad systems— 
never was achieved. 
I^e roads do not 
compete to this day. 


The beef trust at Chicago was once 
prosecuted to a successful termination— 
for the beef trust. The government got 
an injunction, which by • thb time must 
be a fly-specked and dusty document. 
This forbade the beef trust to do any-, 
thing naughty any more; and then the 
beef trust got an "immunity bath" and 
it has gone on beef trusting ever since. 
If anybody should ' suggest digging up 
the old injunction or sending the trust 
to jail for contempt, he would make 
himself the ' largest joke in the United 
States. Courts are not enjoining trusts. 


All effort to enforce the so-called crim- 
inal statutes against the naughty man- 
agers of the trusts' has proved equally 
futile. 
The managers either got off 
before juries or were pardoned before 
they served sentences because sober sec- 
ond thought regarded them merely as 
enterprising business men taking ad- 
vantage of opportunities which the law 
and business world afforded them.

Indianapolis, Aipril 4.—Governor Sam- 
uel M. Ralson issued a statement last 
night!in which he signifies that if the 
democi^atic 
state 
convention, 
whica 
meets here April 26, "commands," hd 
will Consent to become the. democratic 
nominee. for United States senator to 
'fill the unexpired,term of the late Ben- 
jamin F. Shively. whose place now is 
occupied by virtue of the governor's ap* 
pointment by Thomas Taggart, 


The governor • expresaes 
the tìelief 
that Senator Taggart, who recently is- 
sued a statement saying that he would 
not be a candidate ' for the nomination, 
"will have one 1 of tlie most difficult 
tasks of his life to prevent the demo- 
cratic state convention from nomipating 
him. 
"If Mr. Taggart is nominated, ' 
the governor says, 1 "he 
will. have to 
make the race, which would be entirely 
satisfactory to me." 


Governor Ralston does not desire fur- 
ther political honor, ,he says, becaua« 
of "reasons personal to my family and 
myself." 
He declares, however, "I am 
not indifferent to the obligations I am 
under to ; the democrats and to the peo- 
ple of the state," and goes on to say 
tha't if ' tlife convention 
"commands I 
would feel that it was my duty i as « 
citizen to obey." The governor's state- 
ment in full follows: 


"In view of what lis being said on the 
United States senatorship among demo- 
crats, I feel that my party is entitled 
to a frank ; statement from me on the 
subject. Mr. Taggart, in my judgment, 
will have one of the most difficult tasks 
of his life to prevent 
the democratic 
Btat« i convention from nominating him 
and in the event of his nomination he 
will have to make the race, which would 
be entirely satisfactory to me. 


"As I to myself I shall not seek the 
nomination for senator. 
For reasons 
personal to my family and myself, I do 
not desire further political honor.. 
On 
the other hand, I am, not indifferent to 
the obligation« I am under to the dem- 
ocrats and to the people of the state; 
and if my • party, in convention aasem 
bled, commands me to make the race fo; 
senator I would, feel that, it. was my 
duty as a citizen 
to lobey the com- 
mand." 


Governor Italston appointed Mr. Tag- 
gart to serve until the November elec- 
tion. 
It waa conceded, that if. Sena to 1 
Taggart desired the nomination, which 
is to be made by the democratic state 
convention on April 26, he would n^Jt 


be opposed. &e has issued a statement, 
however, declaring that he would not 
seek the nomination. 


Word reached liere from Washington 
that Senator Taggart today 1 repeated 
the assertion that he would not be .a 
candidate before the convention.

Another thing to consider is the general 
fitnesg of the man—the way he has lived 
out of season.

He has done what every

has hoped at some time to do—killed 
bear, dear, cougar, wildcat and 
lesser 
game with a bow and arroAV. 


For a month he and his brother lived 
in the mysterious Okefinokee swamp of 
Georgia and Florida, dependent entirely 
for food upon their bows. 


Six. times 
he has won the 
archery 
championship of the United States. 


Today, 
in 
his 
seventies. 
Will 
H. 
Thompson, an attorney, is largely re- 
sponsible for the revival in Boy Scuot 
organizations of this ancient sport. 
It 
was he who advised Ernest Thompson 
Setou regarding bows and arrows when 
the latter started the archery enthusi- 
asm among Boy 
Scouts. 


Thompson, known internationally 
aa 
spotsman and poet, took up the 
bow 
seriously after 'the civil war. 
He and 
his brother, Maurice Thompson, 
noted 
novelist, had been mustered out as Con- 
federate soldiers. 


"Maurice," he said, "had a big bullet 
hole through his lungs, and for the sake 
of 
his health he went southward 
to 
Florida. 
White men at that time were 
not allowed to carry arms. 
We had no 
money. 
We decided to live by our bows 
and arrows, and for 28 days we did live 
thus on Billy's Island in tlie Okefino- 
kee swamp, a region teeming with all 
kinds of game. 


"We killed all 
our food that 
way, 
having taken in only a few pounds of 
potatoes, onions and bacon. 


"We got a black bear in the Florida 
barrens. 
Our dog had scared him up 
from the huckleberry bushes and chased 
him up a broken tree, some 18 feet from 
the ground. 
We both adjusted arrows, 
and when Maurice counted three, we let 
fly. 
Both arrows struck him, tumbled 
him to the ground and then we dis- 
patched him with further shafts." 


Thompson has killed squirrel at 70 
yards, though he says that was mostly 
iuck. Cranes, ducks, curlew, rabbits, he 
has killed by the score, and deer a num- 
ber of times. 


"On a hunting trip 
with bow 
and 
arrow made in company with Z. E. Jack- 
son in British Columbia recently, I saw 
him kill a deer at 70 paces, with one 
steel-tipped arrow," said the many-time 
champion. 


"An experienced archer can drive an

of The Aasbdated Press).—Income tax 
payers, •who arc now 
sending 
their 
checks to the treasury, the tax beii^ 
payable before April 6, have had to pay 
just 
thirty per cent, more than last 
year, and next year will have another 
forty per cent, added to the bill. 
This 
was provided for by the finance act of 
1015. Some people the tax hits pretty 
hard but there is little grumbling and 
the collectors report that the tax haa 
been paid even earlier than it was last 
year, when the large tax payers sur- 
prised the treasury by paying long be- 
fore it was due. 


An effort has also been made to in- 
crease the amount received from inconi«j 
tax by including smaller wage earners 
and providing that all income, wherever 
derived shall be subject to taxation. Be- 
fore the war those earning less than 160 
pounds were exempt; now the figure harf 
been lowered to 130 pounds but these 
smaller wage earners have been given 
the privilege of paying quarterly instead 
of yearly. 
Many Americans resident in 
England have been afi'ected by the de- 
cision that all income, whether brought 
to this country or not, is subject t<,» 
taxation. 
Heretofore, an American res- 
ident here simply paid on his earnings 
or the income Avhich he used in this 
country, 
Xow he must make a return 
of his income from investments abroad. 
This has always applied to Englishmeii, 
but under the new act all residents are 
included. 
Canadians 
like 
Americans, 
who often send their savings home for 
investment, arc no^v on an enual foot- 
hiir witli their British neighbors. 
The 
Americans of course, also have to pay 
the American iiuomc tax. 
This is what 
induced a number of them, who have 
long been rciiide;it in this country, to 
take out, British naturalization 
papers 
a year or tv.o ago.

Thus Mr. Hower, with the aid of the 
motion picture, is able to give what 
declared to be the most vivid descrip- 
tion of the power curve ever developed. ' 
_ The adaptation of the power chart l i 
motion pictures is new to the motion 
picture industry, and Fort Wayne nnU 
be the first city in the country to wit- 
ness this latest development in the sci- 
ence of motography.

The Wilson administra- 


tion has • practically given over prosecu- 
tions under this act. The president haj 
apparently seen that 
its effect was 


primarily a_ harrassment of big busi- 
ness without material results, i and fol- 
lowing the precedent in the case of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph and 
the Western Union, monopoly, the gov- 
ernment has'been carrying out ita -pol- 
icy of a "constitution of peace." Big 
firms which were disposed to be in any 
degree reasonable, have been exeapted 
from prosecution and i the federal trade 
commission, instead of a militant body 
as contemplated by the framers of the 
law, has become under the management 
of Chairman Davies,' an aid and encour- 
agement to big business. 


Senator George Sutherland, of Utah, 


spoke in the senate of the gasoline sit- 
uation recently'and urged investigation. 
He was reminded that the federal trade 
commission, the interior department, 
the department of justice, and several 
other agencies of the government al- 
ready for several months have been in- 
vestigating. Moreover this business'of 
investigating merely takes up the end- 
less circle which began' with the.'investi- 
gation of the Standard Oil and ended 
with its "dissolution.'-' 
Ifc is silly to 


talk about investigating the Standard 
when 'here is a voluminous record 'in 
the files of the supreme court, in which 
a majoritr of the justices agree offi- 
cially that the • Standard is guilty of 
all the charges made and that the pub- 
lic is cnt.iticd to relief: that the mon- 
opoly should be endad in 'order that 
competition might be restored, independ- 
ents might live, and the public might 
not be 'subject to the whims of this 
vast organization to be gouged and bled 
at thfc trust's pleasure. 
The declara- 


tions or the court, decision would thrill 
the user • of • gasoline nnd warm 
the 


cockles of his heart. 
It was a great 


"victory" for the public and hailed us 
such at the time the decision was hand- 
ed down. Every lawyer put it into his 
list of important cases and it is today 
the last word on the subject of the 
public's rights in tho matter of dealing 
with great monopolistic bodies like tho 
Standard Oil. 


But that is all -it is; words only. 


The court in this case, and in the To- 
bacco case, delegated to an inferior fed- 
eral circuit court the carrying out of 
its. intentions in regard to "dissolution" 
and the circuit court sat down with the 
attorney general 
tmd 
figured out a 


scheme' entirely satisfactory to the at- 
torneys for the oil company. Nothing 
vital to the existence of a trust wag 
disturbed. 
The pips lines, the owner- 


ship of the oil fields, the trust's leases, 
the amount of ownership which might 
remain in single hands were loft undis- 
turbed, with the result that the monop- 
oly remains just as much a monopoly as 
it had ever tieen. 


Such has been the history of every 


prosecution. 
When the famous 


Northern Securities company case was 
"won," also in the supreme court, At- 
torney General. Knox left undisturbed 
the tie between the two railroad sys- 
tems; a-bond issue which tied the two 
in common interest and the supposed 
purpose of the prosecution—competition 
between the two railroad systems— 
never was achieved. The roads do not 
compete to this day. 


The beef trust at. Chicojro was ones 


prosecuted to a successful termination— 
for the beef trust. The government got 
an injunction which by-this time must 
bo a fly-specked and dusty document. 
This forbade the beef trust to do any- 
thing naughty any more; and then-the 
beef trust got an "immunity bath" and 
it has gone on beef trusting ever since. 
If anybody should-'suggest digging up 
the old injunction or sending the trust 
to jail for contempt, he would make 
himself the'largest joke in the United 
States. Courts are not enjoining trusts. 


All effort to enforce the so-called crim- 


inal statutes against the naughty man- 
agers of the trusts-has proved equally 
futile. 
The managers either got off 


before juries or were pardoned before 
they served sentences because sober., ^c- 
ond thought regarded them merely as 
enterprising business men taking ad- 
vantage of opportunities which the law 
and business world afforded them.

But Will Run if Party 


"Commands" Him. 


Indianapolis, April 4.—Governor Sam- 


uel M. lUlson issued a statement last 
night: in which he signitiea that if the 
democratic state 
convention, 
whicii 


meets here April 20, "commando," hj 
will consent to become the democratic 
nominee for United States senator to 
(ill the uncxpired term of the late Ben- 
jamin F. Shively. whose place now is 
occupied by virtue of the governor's ap 
pointmcnt by Thomas Taggart. 


The 
governor 
; expresses 
the belief i 


that Senator Taggart, who recently ia- 
sued a statement saying that he would 
not be a candidate for the nomination, 


:will have, one iof the most difficult 
tasks of his life to prevent the demo- 
cratic st«te convention from nominating 
him. 
"If Mr. Taggart is nominated,-' 


the governor says, i"he 
will have to 


make the race, which would be entirely 
satisfactory to me." 


Governor Ralston does not desire fur- 


ther political honor, .he says, because' 
of "rea.sons personal to my family and 
myself." He declares, however, "I am 
not indifferent to the obligations I am 
under to the democrats and to the peo- 
ple of the state," and goes on to say 
that if the convention 
"commands I 


would feel that it was my duty ins n. 
citizen to obey." The governors state- 
ment in full follows: 


"In view of what-is being said on the 


United States senatorsliip among demo- 
crats, I feel that my party is entitled 
to R. frank . statement from me on the 
subject. Mr. Taggart. in my judgment, 
will have one of the most difficult tasks 
of his life to prevent the democratic 
state convention from nominating him 
and in the event of his nomination he 
will have to make the race, which would 
be entirely satisfactory to me. 


"As,to myself I shall not seek the 


nomination for senator.

Men have made fortunes 


through buying up old hulks and 
putting them in commission again 
and through the organization of 
shipping companies, whose shares 
doubled in value almost overnight. 
This is the story of an American 
sea captain, whose dream of wealth 
and a comfortable old age came 
true, through his getting in on the 
crest of the wave of prosperity. 


OME three years ago Marvin
